For the 
two last years of their course 
forty-five per cent of the Harvard 
aophomores speeialiie in econo- 
mics, history, and government;

only two per cent in philosophy 
and mathematics. It should be 
added that modern languages are 
preferred in a (treat majority of 
cases to what we still call the 
classes. The change in the de- 
partment of stody popular today 
as compared with earlier conditions 
is not a little accountable to a 
ehange in the kind of homes from 
which college students come forth 
Formerly it was the son of the 
clergyman, the lawyer, the physi- 
cian — sometimes, of course, the 
banker's son, who capped his high 
iebool or academy qo^fea with 
lonr years of college. Hodajr the 
nejority of students are probably 
aons of "bnsinees men,** or oi 
aome class of employees. The 
proportion would naturally be 
even more marked at certain other 
institutions. It is an inevitable 
result of changing political and 
economic conditions, a result seen 
lone ago by Charles William El 
iot, who has always had a seiise of 
the meaning of democracy and a 
auperb talent for gaidiiur and sat- 
isfying, instead of opposing, the 
inevitable movements of his time.

The Pyrcbasiog Power 

•f fmm frNKts. 

The pnrchasing power of farm 

products is much greater now than 
it was a decade ago. The census 
Sgnres tor 1910 end 1889 furnish 
an accurate basis for comparison. 
Although the last census was ta- 
ken nearly at the high tide of ag- 
ricultural prosperity, as popularly 
estimated by values for land and 
crops, the eomnaeat ia sometimes 
made thnt these advantages are 
discounted by a oorreenonding in- 
crea^ in the avevse price of 
those snppttee which Iteman ninst 
purchase. 

About 95 per cent, of the crop 
area of the United States ia repre- 
sented by ten crops — wheat, corn, 
oats, barley, rye, buckwheat, po- 
tatoes, hav, cotton and tobacco. 
The Department of AKricuIturo 
finds that the average value per 
acre of theee crope in 1910 was 
62.7 per cent, higher tlian in 1899. 
Every one of these crops showed 
an increase above 87 per cent On 
the other hand, a list of over 
eighty articles which farmers pur- 
chase inclndioff a range from wag- 
ons to steeltraps, and from flour 
to binder twine, shows that their 
prices to f^umera rose about 14 
per cat. from 1899 to 1910. 
Kerosene, shotguns and cream 
separators decreased in cost. The 
gr ea t es t increase in ooal was 08.8 
per cent, for brooms. 

The average value per acre of 
the important crops in 1910 was 
sufficient to ourchase more of any 
of these supplies than the average 
value in 1899 would purchase, 
with the single exception of 
brooms. The purchasing power 
of an acre of com in 1910 was 
39.2 per cent, more than in 1899; 
the purchasing power of an acre 
of wheat was 68.2 per cent more, 
and that of cotton 44.1 per cent, 
more. Taking the ten important 
crops already mentioned the pur- 
cbasinff power of an acre's yield 
averaged 44.1 percent more in 
1910 than in 1899. 

Ooineident with this increase of 
44.1 percent- in the purchasing 
power of the crop from an acre, 
there has been an inereeaa of 109 
per cent, in the value of land, as 
shown by the census figures. 
With the economie value of the 
crop increased neai l,v one-lialf, 
while the value of the land has 
more than doubled, there is a ma« 
terial basis for cni oiii ttijeinenl on 
the part of farmers. Whether 
one plans to pocket a profit on the 
sale of his land or to reap a con- 
tinuous income from it, there is 
great satisfaction in ite ownership.

The Hearst newspapers use 130,- 
000 tone of paper a yaar. 

One hundred and sixty-eieht 
thousand cords of wood in its man- 
ofMare, oeeeaahating the clearing 

of .33.r.oo acres, or 52j square 
miles, of timber land each year. 
Thia ia at the rata of about 100 

acres every day, and the 'area 
cleared per annum is more than 
two and one-third times the area 

of Manhattan Island. 

The paper for the Hearst news- 
papers is delivered in great rolls. 
The standard which is used by the 
New York American is 60 inchee 
in width, and the rolls weigh about 
l,a00 pounds each. 

There are almost oiirlit miles of 
paper in each roll, so that if the 
paper in the 200,000 rolls war* 
stretched out like a great ribbOD* 
5 feet 6 inches wide, it wooM ba 
1,6S7,000 miles in length, capabia 
of encircling the earth at the equa- 
tor 68.7 times. In other words, 
the Rearat newspapers pobliebcd 
each week will more than stretch 
around the world, four pages wide. 

If the wood neeessary for tha 
manufacture of tlie paper used for 
the Hearst newspapers in New 
York Olty alone for one year were 
stacked up in Union Square in 
cords it would cover every inch of 
the park space and be over 70 feet 
high. 

Progress and the Penny. 

Dazzled by the glamour which 

invests great wealth, the average 
citi/.en is apt to lose his sense of 
economic proportion. Among 
other things, he is likely to get 
the impression that the real capi- 
tal of his country is in the spec- 
tacular and sometimes swollen 
fortunes. Hut he is much mista- 
ken. The unshakable bedrock of 
any nation's financial Inlegrity 
consists of its savintjs, of the ob- 
scure and work-scarred nickels 
and dimea w r es ted from the daily 
toil that life and necessity exact. 

Despite the low trade barometer 
and all thoee other by-prodnete of 
unrest and uncertainty, the bul- 
wark of our savings rises steadily 
higher. According to the con- 
troller of the currency's report for 
the last fiscal year, which has just 
been published, the deposits in the 
mutual savintrs-banks of the Uni- 
ted States -those which are opera- 
ted solely for the benefit of de- 
positors — have increased during 
the twelvemonth by more than one 
hundred niiliiun dollar^. There 
are more than seven and half mil- 
ions of depositors in tlioso banks, 
or nearly oue-twelfth of the coun- 
try's popnfaition. 

This is a very cheerful fact. It 
shows that, slowly but surely, our 
present economic poeition ie being 
stren^'lhened, and that more and 
more we are becoming immune 
against the ravages of panic and 
general business ilisaster. One 
reason why Franco is so seldom 
shaken by crisis which undermine 
the world's commercial peace ia 
that she has the most strongly en- 
trenched host of small investora 
and depoeitora thai any ooontry 

can sliow.

'Centciiusal separators are in use 
«B«M fem of aaeb dairroMUi who 
-aPta a pramivim. The separator 
••«Bablas tha dairyman to aecure the 
<xmm in a swaeter and daaaar 
■condition than the irravity system 
ot aeparatioD, and tbrouKh this 
meaos better batter may ba made. 
Tha beat butter was made from 
cream ripened for 24 hours, until 
«lixhtly acid, and which waa kept 
lainifdmly warm. Oaa exhibitor 
ripene.l tho rroatn by pouring it 
into a can near the kitchen stove. 
Tha open eaa permitted the cream 
to dry on top, and clots of curd 
were present in the butter. One 
•«f tha wont aamplaa waa made 
from cream ripened 72 hours. 

The dairyman who made tho 
•fteat batter ehomed tha cream at a 
•temperature of 58 depress, and it 
laquired 30 minutes to churn 
One dairyman who prodnoad low 
soorinK butter had the cream at 
•8 deffreea F. and churned in 
llfteen minntea. The creanf was 
too warm, the body of the butter 
mas wealvened, and by the rapid 
j^tberiDK of the butter, much of 
iit in tha cream did not tratliei 
and waa prob^ly Loat in the but- 
termilk. 

Zha pramiom samples of buttei 
■TVPre made in tl)o hollow churns 
•of either the swing or barrel types. 
Theae dairyman cham tha cream 
until the ^ranolaa appear the size 
of corn kemab, tbn they stop 
ika ehara, draw off tha batter 
■lilk, and wasii the granules twicr 
aritb clean water that is of tht 
vaaaa temperatare aa tha batter 
—illr . They use tlie same amount 
■of waab water as they have butter 
jHtlk.

The best ssmple of country but- 
ter scored 96 per cent, snd the 
)est live received a mark above 
1)4, while the best sample of cream- 
ery butter received a score above 
'J3 per cent. This is no retlection 
upon tlip creamery butter, which 
was of iiiuh quality, but seldom 
does an expert iudge give a score 
above 90 per cent to any butter. 
The expert judge of the dairy 
show highly aompiimentsd the 
country butter exhibit. This 
high score received by the first 
pnia aampla prof aa that as good 
butter m«r ba mada 00 the fHmi 
as can ba mada anywhere, pru- 
ided tha Amnar Is prepared to 
iindle the cream and fresh bottar 
properly at every stage. 

Milk and Cream Exhibits. Wa 
I ad samples of milk that tested aa 
low as three thousand bacteria per 
cubic centimeter, and then we had 
samples that ran as high as 1'20,- 
m). The samples of milk were 
sent to us iu pint milk bottles. 
Moat of tha bottles were very 
clean, but an (ic( aNioniil bottle 
showed vibible specks uf diM Uuat- 
ing in tha bottom of tha beHla, 
that were easily detected bv the 
judge when ha looited through a 
reading glam. Tha saps wara 
tii iuly |)r(ssed into the to|) of til4 
buttle, but occasionally tbe judga 
found a laaky cap. Two samples 
wara ssalad around the edge of the 
cap with paraffin, which is advis 
abia with tha axbibition samples. 



Moat of tha samplaa of milk wera 

free from taint, but two samples 
were tainti>d with "cowy" odor 
and silage flavor. One sample had 
evidently not baan aarated snd 
was criticised for having a dis- 
tinctly "cowy" odor. The cream 
had sometimes been taintad by ttia 
use of a dirty separator or dairy 
utensils. A large percentage of 
tha samplea yf milk ' and cream 
were marked with a very high 
score by the judge, and it was only 
occasionally, among the thirty-one 
entries of milk and cream, that 
the above named faults were found. 

The premium offered at the 
dairy show aggregated in value 
$259, and it is sincerely hoped 
that npx* year every section of 
Kentucky will be liberally repre- 
sented by azhibita.

, AithouKh it seems stran£;e that 
Bythin^ so essential to health as 
3d should also be so destructive 
both of health and of life, it is 
onl.y an example of the ^reat 
difference between use and abuse.

Arguing 
from the assamcid deeeent of man 
from an ancestor common to him 
and the ape, the vegetarians liold 
that, since the ape is a vegetarian, 
man also must originally have 
been one. But perhaps it is be- 
cause man differed in this respect 
from his cousi >, the ape, that he 
Kot ahead of him in the race of 
development. That, of course, is 
mere guessing, but the fact re- 
mains that the teeth are adapted 
to chewing and the digestive or- 
gans to digeaHiwr aaeil aa wall as 
vegetables. 

The sin is not in takipg all kinds 
of food, hot in taking too much of 
one kind — meat. This is the food 
for which most persons have the 
greatest liking. So it ia eaay to 
:a*e it too eAta aid k IM cvsat 
^antity. 

The second dietetic offense is in 
the qaaotitiy of food that we take. 
We are prone not only to eat too 
much meat, but also to eat too 
much of all foods. Three hearty 
meals a day, whether they are of 
bread and pie or of fish and meat, 
are tao asaeh for the average 
adult. A so-called "ContinenUl" 
breakfast, that is, fruit, a roll or 
a am of toaM «l» mmt, and 
coffee; a lieht, meatless luncheon 
r supper, according to the dining. 

r, and d MlattiM dten*^ 
with fish or meat if desired, is a 
dietetic program suitobie for ail 
men and wopieo, asoept perhaps 
thoae who do the iKUHpi 
phyaioal labor. 

As to the manner of eating, tit- 
le need be said. It mast be ad- 
mitted that in his digestive organs 
man is more like the herbivore 
than the carnivore; consequently 
his food needs to be well chewed 
before it is swallowed. But who, 
ezofpt Mr. Horaee Fletcher, can 
say, with bis band on his heart, 
that he eats slowly aud chews

BREEDS ME W KIWP S OF FUE8

Some curious results have been ob- 
tained by Prof. T. H. Morgan of Co- 
lumbia nniversity in the production 
of mutations of form and color by 
Tulture and breeding of the "fruit 
fly," Diosophila ampelophila. By 
subjeeting fUea, pupae, larrae^^and 
eggs to the influence of radium rays, 
Professor Morgan produced one fly 
vbicb had "beaded" wings. By sub- 
sequent breeding other flies with sim- 
ilar wings were produced, and after 
many generations a stock has been 
developed that frequently gives, in 
reproduction, a hundred per cent, of 
beaded winp. Other changes pro- 
duced and handed down from geiie> 
ration to generation include the 
shortening of the normally long 
wings of theae fliea ontO in some 
eases they have become relatively very 
short and truncated. From some of 
the truncated-wing stock fliea have 
been developed which tiave only tiny 
scales inatead of wingC Changes 
have also been developed in the color 
and marking of the wings and the 
color of the eyes. Many may wra- 
der wliether it would be poaaible to 
experiment with the house fly and 
breed twth wings and legs out of ex- 
istsnnai Ynnth'it Companion.

The averaffe production per 
acre, perhaps in part bj reason of 
temporary weather conditions, in- 
creased from 93 bnshels to 106.1 
bushels. Alonff with the increase 
in acreage and production went an 
even larger relatirt inorMse in 
thft valuo of tiie potato crop, 
wiiich increased from $98,380,000 
to $166,494,000, an Ioctmso of 
ovor |C>H. 000,000, or fi9.2 percent.
